FLAG COTTAGE. 


The Case Is Called in Jus- 
tice Savage’s Court. 


A Jury Selected to Try McCormick 
and His Woman. 


Strange Scenes in and Around the 
Courtroom. 


The Courtroom Crowded with Quid- 


nuncs—Attorney Bull Williams - 
Fierce and Aggressive, but 
Aguirre is His Match. 


The sensational Flag Cottage“ case 
began at 1 o' clock yesterday before 
Justice Savage. The courtroom was 
literally packed with spectators, form- 
ing a part of the large contingent 
which feeds its morbidness upon spicy 
cases. There was much bustling in 
and out of the Justice’s private room 
and the Constable’s office, where a 
strenuous effort was made by several 
witnesses, principally women living in 
the neighborhood of the “Flag Cot- 
tage,“ to keep from being called as 
witnesses. 

At lo’clock District Attorney Kel- 
ly’s voice was heard, away outside the 


| crowd, asking if he could come in. He 


managed to elbow thréugh, Justice 
Savage ascended the bench, Attorney 
Williams flung his hat down on the 
end of the table set apart for the de- 
fense, and the work of impaneling a 
jury began. 

Mr. McCormick and Mrs. Maud Mc- 
Cormick sat by their counsel. McCor- 
mick is quite an intelligent-looking, 
short man, and wore no collar. 

Mrs. Maud is a 200-pounder, and evi- 
dently knows two or three things her- 
self.She was wrapped up in a big ulster 
which made her look heavier than she 
really is. Her features are very coarse, 
and she looks as though many bottles 
of the famous had. fou kept at the 
“Flag Cottage” had found their way 
into her capacious figure. She did not 
come into the courtroom until ordered 
to do so by the Judge, and then mod- 
estly kept her eyes from the specta- 
tors during all the proceedings. 

The complaint made against the 
McCormicks is, that they kepta dis- 
orderly house, which disturbed the 
peace of the neighborhood. It was 
sworn to by L. H. Brown. It alleges 
that the time during which it was dis- 
orderly was between February 26th 
and March 7, 1889.

When- 
ever a man’ said he belonged toa 
church or did not drink, the defense 
excused him peremptorily. The result 
was that when the j ＋ 2 ſinally 
complete, after a recess of an hour for 
a special venire, there was no one on 
it that belonged to a church or a tem- 
perance society.

Fulle they are not church members, 
still there is not a red nose among 
the twelve good men and true, and 
they seem to be above the average of 
juries in misdemeanor cases in a jus- 
tice’s court. 

When the jury had been sworn Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly moved to adjourn 
until this morning, to startin fresh 
with the testimony in the case. He 
also requested that the Court have the 
list of witnesses for the prosecution 
read, and the witnesses instructed 
be in attendance. Constable Clements 
pulled the list out of his pocket and 
was about to read it, when —

But the by-play brought 
Attorney Williams to his feet with 
one of his dogmatic demands that 
the list be read. He interrupted 
the Court, who was instructing 
the jury before dismissing them, 
and argued at some length “that he 
had a right to the document, and 
any document on the files. 

Sheriff Aguirre remarked in a low 
voice that no return had yet been 
made on the subpoena 

Mr. Williams returned to the attack 
and said that his clients had a right 
to be confronted with the witnesses 
who were going to testify against 
them, and right now. 

The District Attorney calmly re- 
plied to the excited attorney that it 
was all stuff, or words to that effect, 
and that he had to produce list of wit- 
nesses before this morning. They 
would be on hand when the time 
came for their testimony. 

Attorney Williams insisted on his 

right to have the list, and said that the 
District Attorney was taking what 
seemed to himan underhanded advan- 
tage of him. He ought to know what 
it was he had to defend his client 
against. 

Mr. Kelly: We have a right to make 
the return when we see fit. The state- 
ment is not true that any underhanded 
means are being used by the prosecu- 
tion. 

After the tilt of counsel, the Court 
instructed the Constable to make his 
return on the subpœnas as soon as he 
could, and adjourned until 10 0 clock 
this morning, when the case will be re- 
sumed. 

LOOKS LIKE A BID FOR BACKSHEESH. 

During the recess a TIMES reporter 

called upon Justice Savage in bis pri- 
vate room, and asked if a list of the 
witnesses for the defense could be 
iven. The Justice was considering 
he matter when Attorney Williams 
came in. When he learned the nature 
of the request he said very flatly that 
he would not give it. When asked 
upon what reason he objected to so 
reasonable a request he said: 

“I don’t want to give that subpoena 


to the press because I may not heed 
all the witnesses called. 

“But why don’tyou want to give the 
names?“ continued the reporter. 

„Well, I will tell you. There are @ 
large number of prominent people in 
this matter. They have been sub- 
pœnaed, but I don’t know whether I 
will use them all or not. If I donot 
call them, they will not be mixed up 
in this case.’ 

After the counsel’s plea for the 
„prominent citizens,“ who neverthe- 
less are trembling in their boots, Jus- 
tice Savage gave orders to the consta- 
bles not to ve away the names of the 
witnesses who had been summoned, 

A FRIGHTENED WITNESS. 

One of the witnesses present yester- 
day afternoon is a married lady who 
lives in the neighborhood of the Flag 
Cottage.” She is among several neigh- 
bors, present yesterday, summoned for 
the purpose of testifying as to the 
character of the cottage. She is quite 
a handsome lady, and was immense 
distressed at being brought into suc 
acase. After the court adjourned she 

said that she had almost made up her 
mind not to come back again, and take 
the consequences, whatever they might 


be. 

One of the young bloods of the 
city. who, it is understood, is one 
of the witnesses, hung around the 
rear end of the Downey block dur- 
ing the afternoon, and heard the news 
from time to time, as to what was go- 
ing on in the court-room. 

NOT ALL HERE. 

It is learned that up to yesterday 
fifty ladies and gentlemen had been 
served with summons to attend the 
court as witnesses for the defense. 
There are more ladies on the list than 
is suspected, and, should their names 
come out, as they certainly will, as 
soon as the returns are made, there 
will be weeping and wailing in a num- 
ber of respectable families in the city. 
There are several who could not be 
served as they have left the city, and 
some are even as far as Sacramento. 
Some spicy developments are expected, 
today.

The speaker said he had been all over 
Europe, and he knew that there is no 
scenery in the world that will compare 
with the scenery of his county. 

If the citizens will only take hold 
they can soon build a road that will 
connect the whole country along the 
eastern line of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. 

On suggestion of Mr. Mulholland, 
the Committee on Commerce was in- 
structed to advise with Messrs. Hunt- 
ington and Towne, who are on their 
way here, regarding the building of a 
road between Mojave and Inyo county. 

It was also moved and carried that 
a committee be appointed to prepare a 
document asking the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to establish a mail route between 
Mojave and the towns of Inyo county. 

MR. TAYLOR. 

Thomas Taylor, a representative of 
Southern Utah, was then introduced 
and exhibited a number of specimens 
of ores from his section of the world. 
He stated that he had learned that the 
people are talking of building a road 
to Salt Lake City, and he was anxious 
to have the road built through Southern 
Utah, as he believes it will open up a 
mining country that will be the means 
of establishing a number of smelting 
and mining works in this city. The 
road will open up extensive coal fields 
and that article can be put down at a 
cost which will put the retail prices 
down to half of what people are now 
paying. 

THE ADVANTAGE IN DISTANCES. 

It now takes 1500 miles by rail to 
reach his country, but if this proposed 
road is built it will bring the distance 
between Los Angeles and Southern 
Utah down to less than 400 miles. 
There are 10 mountains of iron in 
Southern Utah, but the mines cannot 
be developed until a road is built be- 
tween Los Angeles and Utah. There 
are other very rich deposits, both in 
coal and mineral ores. 

MR. YERRINGTON NOT PRESENT. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Taylor’s re- 
marks Maj. Jones stated that he had 
expected to be able to present the presi- 
dent of the Carson and Colorado road, 
but that he had just received a dis- 
patch from that gentleman, saying 
that he would not arrive until evening. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to the 
gentlemen who had just addressed the 
chamber. 

On motion of Dr. Widney the matters 
brought up by Messrs. Mulholland and 
Taylor were referred to the proper com- 
mittees, with instructions to act. 

AN EXPOSITION.

BROTHER MOODY. 


A CONGREGATION OF 8000 NOT- 
WITHSTANDING, THE RAIN. 


“Whatsoever a Man Sows That 
Shall He Also KReap”—An Able 
Sermon and an Interested Con- 
gregation—Services Today. 


For a dark and stormy night, Mr. 
Moody had a large audience at the 
Pavilion last night. The hall was well 
filled, both downstairs and in the first 
gallery, the number present being esti- 
mated at 3000. While there was no 
necessity for closing the doors last 
night, they were closed, and a number 
of ladies and gentlemen were obliged 
to wait around a long time before they 
could effect an entrance. It was gen- 
erally remarked that the ushers were 
determined to carry out Mr. Moody’s 
instructions, not only as to spirit, but 
to the letter, no matter how many 
thirsting souls were turned away. 

The song and prayer service before 
the sermon was as attractive as ever,

= duets last night by the lady and 
rof. Stebbins. The choir was well 
represented last night. 
hen Mr. Moody began to speak he 
said that he wanted first to read sev- 
eral passages of the scripture which 
bear upon the subject which he had 
chosen for the remarks he had to make. 
He then read a part of the eighth chap- 
ter of Ecclesiastes, beginning at the 
10th verse; also from the 12th chapter, 
beginning at the 14th verse; also from 
the sixth chapter of Galatians, seventh 
and eighth verses. Then he called 
special attention to the seventh verse 
of the last quotation, as embodying the 
basis for his sermon. The verse al- 
luded to contains the expression: 
‘**Whatsoever a man sows, that shall he 
also reap.” 

Be not deceived.“ the revivalist be- 
gan, God is not mocked. Whatsoever 
a man sows so shall he reap. I believe 
that at this time more than ever I did. 
I hope the atheist that I talked to last 
night is here. No matter; what a per- 
son may say about the scripture you 
can’t get under or around that state- 
ment. To me it is a mystery how — 
one can read the daily papers and loo 
around him and not see its truth. It is 
as old as the world. It applies to all 


the ministers on the platform. To 
every man, woman and child here to- 
night it is applicable. No sceptic, 
atheist or infidel can get aroundit. I 
want to talk about sowing and reaping 
a While. If I can drive that home it 
will be better than a sermon. That is 
all the sermon is good for anyhow—to 
drive home an idea.“ 
The speaker went on to amplify his 
idea. Man,“ he said, has to sow be- 
fore he can reap, and will reap what he 
sows in kind. You tell lies to your 
children and soon they will lie to you. 
It’s no worse to steal than to lie. 
This isthestrongest temperance text 
in the Bible. Sow whisky, and you reap 
drunkards. No man on earth can 
afford to sell liquor. The curse is 
bound to come. ‘There isn’t aman who 
has been in the liquor business 20 
ears, where the curse hasn’t come into 
is own family.“ Mr. Moody told 

gaa anecdotes to enforce his posi- 
on. 

There is nothing more solemn,’ he 
continued, in the whole book than 
that statement that man reaps the 
same kind of seed he sows. The Bible 
is full of illustrations of the text.” 
The revivalist alluded toa number of 
Bible characters who had reaped as 
they sowed. 

“Tf a man is a great liar, every one 
will lie to him. You’d better trifle 
with pestilence before sin. Look at 
David. 

There was never a man worse pun- 
ished that David. He fell into that 
awful sin of adultery, and to hide that 
committed murder. There is one 
thing you may be sure of, your sin will 
find you out. He took that wife to his 


own palace and bosom. Six months 
p , and a stranger told him a 
parable. David listened and said to 


the speaker: ‘He who has committed 
such asin in my kingdom shalt surely 
die.“ And the speaker replied: Thou 
art the man.’ The reaping time came, 
and David reaped the same kind of 
seed he sowed. You ruin some 
one’s daughter and some one will ruin 
yours. Be not deceived. A man is 
golng, mark you, to reap more than he 
sows. Be careful, mother, father, how 
you sow. 

J remember making a remark Like 
this one time, and a man in the gallery 
began to weep, and told some one that 
I was right. He had committed a 
crime and been in the penitentiary for 
several years. He knewthathe had 
only reaped as he had sowed. 

It takes a longer time to reap than 
to sow. In one moment a character 
can be torn to pieces that has been 
building for years. There is a man in 


the Ohio Penitenti who has been 
there 40 years. He is now one of the 
millionaires of Ohio. He hada field 


through which a railroad was to run, 
and one night a construction train was 
wrecked by an obstruction on the track. 
He was tried, found guilty, and has 
been in prison for 40 years. In the 
meantime a city has sprung up partl 
on his land, and it has made him a mil- 
lionaire. But he has reaped as he 
sowed. 

„Am I speaking truth or fiction ? 
Look at that man whohas gone down 


with whisky. He is dragged down and | 


can’t help it. Doesn’t it take longer to 
reap than to sow? There is that 
woman tied to thé man that makes life 
dark and bitter, and brings that strong 
right arm down on the poor defense- 
less flesh. 

Met she said she would marry whom 
she pleased. Woetothe woman. She 
reaps as she sowed. Ignorance of the 
kind of seed to be reaped is not an ex- 
cuse. The law is unchangeable.

We have been having three or four 
rainy days in this locality, which has 
gladdened the hearts of farmers in this 
vicinity. The prospect is excellent for 
good crops. : 

I drove out one day last week with 
some friends to Laundry Farm.“ a 
fine place some seven miles from Oak- 
land, in the direction of Haywards. It 
is a picturesque and fertile tract of 
land, embracing smooth levels and 
rolling hills, unfailing springs and 
running water—brooks. One of the 
local water companies has purchased

reservoir. The site of the reservoir is 

in the heart of a narrow cafion, where 
is a living spring of water. 

The rain was falling as we drove up 

o calion, and we took shelter in the 

rustic “Glenn House,” and sat down 
by a large, open fireplace, listening’ to 
the musical patter of the rain upon 
the roof. When the reservoir is com- 
pleted there will be 80 feet of water 
where the house now stands. It is too 

retty a place tobe submerged, stand- 
ng as it does in the midst of a congre- 


gation of hills, with a magnificent for- 


est growth all about it, and a wealth of 
plants and blossoms that would fill the 
eye of a botanist. On the shapely bills 
lying near the entrance to this glen is 
a new town all staked out, with broad 
avenues, and lying very nearly in the 
rear of Mills Seminary. The Alameda 
County Railroad is approaching this 
point, and it runs through as beautiful 
u section of country as can be found 
in California. he prospect from 
this elevated townsite takes in the 
bay and the beautiful sweep of country 
between. There are fine orchards, 
fields of grain, lovely gardens, elegant 
homes, busy cities, groves of stately 
vessels, rushin 
trains, , tree-borde 


lakes, pleasant, cattle-dotted pastures, 
—an ever-changing panoramic view 
that is enchanting in its varied beauty. 

Fruitvalé; one of che charming 
suburbs of Oakland; I noticed particu- 
larly for its many elegant residences, 
which are almost universally set in the 
midst of finely improved grounds. . 
have hardly seen more attractive 
homes in this section than here. Of 
course Nob Hiil, San Francisco, has 
more pretentious mansions, but the 
tendency of those is to chill one, with 
their imposing grandeur. They are a 
good deal li a beautiful soulless 
woman, lovely to look at, but not suffi- 
cient to make one either contented or 


happy. 

7 Bae out to the Presidio on Satur- 
day. The beautiful lawns and well- 
kept gardens are the glory of the place. 
The officers’ homes are none of them 
pretentious, but they have the adorn- 
ment of climbing vines and blossom- 
ing rose trees, and glowing hedges of 
geraniums, and the loveliest of sea and 
mountain views. Eyerythiug about the 
reservation looks so peaceful, so full of 
repose, the stranger would hardly 
dream, were it not for the well-polished 
cannon and the curbs of cannon-balls, 
and the steady tread of the sentinel, 
that here the art of war is nursed. 

From the Presiaio grounds we looked 
full into the face of Alcatraz, with its 
fortifications. The sea was lappiug it 
with gentle waves, and sailing through 
the Golden Gate came a full-rigged 
ship, its white sails spread, though be- 
fore it puffed and screamed a sturdy 
little tug, the two making for the 
wharves. How green rose the hills 
about the bay, and how grim the curl- 
ing clouds of smoke, through which, as 
through a curtain of mist, we looked 
at the busy city! 

Notvery far from these grounds is 
the home of Frank Pixley, the well- 
known editor of The Argonaut. The 
mansion is a spacious, rambling one, 
and a portion of it is but a single story 
in height. It has its many gables, ba 
windows and other accessories, whic 
give to itaquaintair. Like its owner, 
t is erratic, but still has a pleasant, 
homelike atmosphere about it. The 

rounds embrace nearly an entire 
Plock, and have an enchanting wealth 
of shade, with pleasant expanses of 
green lawns.

Sober Second Thought About the 
Mines—Agricultural Possibilities. 

SAN Dreao, March 12.—-[Correspond- 
ence of Tue Tiuns.] There are only a 
few people now at Tia Juana waiting 
to cross into Mexico. <A few days ago 
there were hundreds. The men now 
going from here are very different from 
those who went early in the excite- 
ment. Quite a number of men of 
capital and mining experience are 
going at the present time, and those 
who go from here will be largely of 
that class from this time on. It is 
thought best to go overland from this 
place now, as the roads are much im- 
proved and it is not difficult to get 
good conveyances for small parties 
almost any day. Carriages go through 
without trouble or delay. John Cap- 
ron of this place is sending out parties 
frequently, and persons going with him 
and without baggage need not be de- 
tained at Tia Juana for even an hour. 
This is a great improvement over last 
week. Persons going without baggage 
need no clearance papers or passports, 
for they can pass into Mexico undis- 
turbed and uninterrupted. Papers are 
om required for valuables or baggage. 
he International. Company has 
rendered valuable assistance to many 
anxious prospectors, but at the same 


“time it is the opinion of many well-in- 


formed persons that they have secured 
the most valuable claims in the Santa 
Clara district. 

Men are prone to go to extremes, 
and this disposition is strongly illus- 
trated in the present gold excitement. 
A few days ago many hundreds were 
flocking to the mines, and making all 
manner of sacrifices to get there. The 
most inconsistent stories were taken as 
fact beyond dispute, and men rushed 
headlong, expecting to gather gold as 
they gather potatoes from a well-tilled 
field. Now hundreds are going back 
who have not even seen the dig- 
gings, some having gone within 
a tew miles o the camps, 
and then, on the representation 
of retraced their 
steps andreturned home. These seem 
unwilling now to beligve that gold has 
ever been found in the Santa Clara dis- 
trict in paying quantities. A few days 
ago they believed everything; now they 
believe nothing only that what they be- 
lieved last week is false. They forget 
that there is gold in the new field and 
that some men will make fortunes 
there when the quartz mines are opened 
and properly worked. Such is doubt- 
less the case, but it will take capital 
and a liberal amount of it, and skilled

California, and in reply to a few ques- 
tions concerning the agricultural re- 
sources of that new country, he said:

ibilities of the peninsula of Cali- 
ornia should not be lost sight of in the 
present great rush for gold. 

**Many of the valleys of the interior 
are capable of producing grains, fruits, 
vegetables, etc., to any extent, and 
where the altitude of these valleys and 
parks is not too great all the semi- 
tropical fruits grown in this section 
can also be made productive there; but 
the great fruit farms, vegetable gar- 
dens, olive groves, etc., of the peninsula 
will be on those immense low mesas, or 
more properly prairies, south of Ense- 
nada and near the coast. 

Some of these mesas cover an area 
of 50,000 acres, and are mostly of deep 
red clay soil, like our famous California 
red lands. 

his soil lies on the stratified lime 
and sandstone rocks, all of which have 
a gradual dip from the mountains 
toward the sea and warrant the belief 
that artesian water can be had at some 
depth, and for a hundred miles up and 
down the coast. 

“In proof of this, on a trip along this 
beautiful sea coast at low tide one can 
see the fresh water oozing out from 
under the conglomerate rocks nearly 
the entire distance spoken of, and 
wells bored through the stratified 
rocks and conglomerates will certainly 
tap this sheet of water and bring it to 
the surface. 

The natives have never cultivated 
any lands where running water was 
not abundant, and this in part will ac- 
count for so little land being under 
cultivation. 

“The great fruit farms of the future 
are these low mesas. Either watered 
by wells or, better yet, by diverting 
some of the rivers onto the level lands 
near by, and irrigating by this meads. 
Natural reservoirs are to be found 
which will serve to store the water 
during the rainy season for use in the 
summer, 

»The mountain range of the interior 
of the peninsula in places reaches a 
pages of over thirteen thousand feet. 
This, of course, serves to condense a 
large amount of vapor, and the moun- 
sponges, being composed largely of an 
easily disintegrated , syenite, which

SAN Dreao, Cal., March 12, 1889. 

When I left Los Angeles I was great- 
ly interested in the mining excitement 
in Lower California. I have been here 
since last Friday afternoon, and have 
watched the tide of events carefully. 
Iam now satisfied that the great rush 
was a great mistake, and that many a 
poor fellow will regret that he did not 
stay at home. Men are now returning 
from the mines, and most of them are 
disgusted and footsore. No one can 
tell what the outcome will be, but I in- 
tend to know more before o north 
again. I will go to the mines in a few 
days, and, after remaining there a 
short time, will decide what is best to 
do in the case. Many persons believe 
that there are good quartz mines to be 
hadin the Santa Clara district, and 
this may interest me when I get there. 


There 1s no gold from this field in the 


banks here to amount to anything, nor 
has the express company handled any. 
A bushel of lies have been circulated 
all over the country about the out put 
of these diggings, and sono one knows 
what to believe. The strongest boom- 
ers of the mines are found among the 
people largely interested in this part of 
the State, and this looks bad. At any 
rate, every train now takes away men 
who are discouraged, and are goin 
home wiser but poorer. The nuggets 
promised will be sent if I find them, 
and I hope that such may be my good 
luck after all. Excuse this pencil and 
paper, and believe me, 
ANOTHER.

The pressure on the President by 
oflice-seekers continues to be tre- 
mendous.

OUR MINERAL RESOURCES. 


While fakirs attempt to create excite- 
ment over bogus gold fields, the legiti- 
mate quest and development of min- 
eral wealth in the southwest goes on 
apace. South Riverside, which pos- 
sesses a remarkable variety of useful 
minerals, is going to have a mill to 
thoroughly test its deposits of paint. 
In San Luis Obispo, near Pozo, a good 
coal vein has been discovered. An- 
thracite is said to have been 
found west of Yuma. The Tucson 
Smelting Works are to be blown in,in 
afew days. The Oro Grande region, 
in San Bernardino county, is attract- 
ing considerable attention, and sev- 
eral good strikes are reported. The old 
reliable Julian country, in San Diego 
county, s looking up again. Now, if 
we can only keep fakirs and frauds 
from scaring away investors by engin- 
eering bogus booms, we may hope be- 
fore long to see our mineral 


wealth thoroughly exploited. It will d 


not come, however, in the nature of a 
feverish boom, but of solid, steady 
work, set afoot with plenty of capital 
to back it, in the same manner as any 
other legitimate business enterprise. 
It takes a small fortune to put an 
ordinary gold or silver mine on a pay- 
ing basis, even when all attendant 
circumstances are auspicious. 

What Los Angeles particularly needs 
just now is railroad communication 
with the rich mining sections of Inyo, 
Nevada and Utah, so that we may get 
cheap fuel and a variety of ore to keep 
smelters going. We should then re- 
ceive the mineral product of Southern 
California, Arizona and Southern Ne- 
vada. Our city would receive a won- 
derful impetus, and make a growth as 
rapid—and far more solid—than dur- 
ing the most feverish days of the real- 
estate boom. 


For the purpose of supplying la bor 
during the fruit-picking season, the 
State Board of Trade offers to trans- 
port men from San Francisco to the 
fruit regions at half of regular rates 


of fare, and to supply blankets 
and cooking utensils under 
reasonable conditions, besides 
tents and whatever else may be 


necessary to insure the comfort of the 
toilers. Now if the fruit-growers will 
only treat their employés as human 
beings, we may hope to see the labor 
question solved. There are more than 
enough menin the State able and 
willing to do all the necessary work 
im our orchards and vineyards. 


Tue Terminal City Company, lim- 
ited, with headquarters in Boston, 
Mass., has been chartered by the 
Parliament of Nova Scotia, with a 
capital of 85,000,000, divided into 
600,000 shares of 810 each. The pro- 
jectors of the company, says the Rail- 
way Review, believe that somewhere 
on the extreme eastern part of this 
continent there must be built up a 


terminal city at which can be promptly 
shipped to the shores of the Old 
World by the shortest sea route the 
passengers, mails and merchandise 
gathered by the vast network of 
American railways, more particularly 
the Canadian Pacific. With this in 
view the company has been organized 
and extensive tracts of land have been 
purchased in Northeastern Nova 
Scotia,on the Straits of Canso, where 
the harbor, always free from ice, is 
accessible at all times. The projected 
city is 800 miles nearer Liverpool than 
is New York.

Big Parnell Demonstration 
in London. 


John Morley Predicts the Downfall of 
Tory Supremacy. 


The Irish Leader Given a Remark- 
able Ovation. 


Terrible Disaster In a Welsh Col- 
liery—Close of the Thunderer’s 
Case Before the Parnell 
Commission. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

LONDON, March 13,—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] St. James Hall was 
crowded with people this evening anxious 
to hear Parnell’s speech. Parnell received 
an ovation, The hall was handsomely dec- 
orated with flags and mottoes. In opening 
the meeting, the chairman, John Morley, 
said he had never seen so great a meeting 
as this, nor one on behalf of a nobler cause. 

“I bear a message,” said Morley, “from 
the great chief, who, despite his years, would 
have attended had he not been entreated to 
spare himself. He would not spare him- 
self of his own free will, because he sees 
the time rapidly approaching when we 
shall cautiously and deliberately, step by 
step, but surely, unfalteringly and unflinch- 
ingly, get to the bottom of these Irish pro- 
ceedings. The resolutions which our com- 
mittee has framed express the deliberate 
judgmeut, deep feeling and

What is known as the Trust Bill, now be- 
fore the Texas Legislature, and copies 
of inspection bilis pending in the 
Legislatures of Missouri, Kansas, lndi- 
ana and other States were submitted and 
referred to the Committee on Needed Leg- 
islation. 

Adjourned till 5 p. m. 

At 5o’clock the convention was called to 
order and the Committee on Resolutions 
submitted.a report recommending that all 
resolutions referred yesterday be laid on 
the table. which was done. The com- 
mittee also begged leave to suggest that as 
the conference was called in reference to 
the beef and pork combine or trust, as 
designated in the Kansas resolution, that is 
all there is for the convention to consider, 
and in the opinion of the committee, the 
only effective way to reach it is by legisla- 
tion, if the same can be done without en- 
croaching upon the organic law of the land. 
The report was adopted. 

The Committee on Needed Legislation 
presented as a desirable measure a bill sub- 
mitted by the Texas delegation, which will 

robably become a law in Texas. This 

ili deals with definition of trusts and the 
penalties to be inflicted for violatiou of the 
act. The section defining trusts is as 
follows: 

To make or enter or carry out any con- 
tract or agreement of any kind or descrip- 
tion by which they shall bind or have bound 
themselves not to sell, dispose or transport 
any article or commodity or article of trade, 
use, merchandise, commerce or consump- 
tion, below the common standard figure, or 
by which they shall apres in any manner to 
keep the price of said article, commodity or 
the transportation of it at a fixed or gradu- 
ated figure, or by which they shall in any 
manner establish or settle the price of any 
article or commodity in transportation be- 
tween them or themselves or others to pre- 
clude free and unrestricted competition 
among themselves or others, or by which 
they shall agree to pool, combine or units 
any interest they may have in connection 
with the sale or transportation of any such 
article or commodity, that its price might in 
* manner be affected.“ 

he clause concerning the infliction of 
punishment provides that any tion 
violating any provisions of the act shall 
forfeit its charter and franchises, and its 
corpmate existence shall cease. An 
foreign corporations under similar cond 
tions shall be denied a right to do busi- 
ness in the State. Any violation is also 
declared conspiracy against trade, and 
upon conviction carries fine and imprison- 
ment, the maximun being $5000 and ten 


years, 

After a few slight changes the bill was 
adopted by the foflowing vote: Yeas—Colo- 
rado 8, Lilinois 8, Indiana 8, Minnesota 8, 
Missouri 6 2-5, Ne ka 4, Texas 8.

Values of Land. 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 10.—[To 
the Editor of Tue Tutxs.] Values of 
real estate should rest upon a common- 
sense foundation. If wanted for resi- 


dence the value depends upon the taste 
and purse of the purchaser; if for busi- 
ness p it depends upon the 
patronage its location will command, 
and if for cultivation or pasturage it 
depends upon its net productive 
capacity. There are more than 
3,000,000 acres of land in Los Angeles 
county, and fully one-half of which is 
cultivated and can be irrigated at not 
a burdensome cost. All of it will pro- 
duce one crop without irrigation, and 
all devoted to deciduous fruit trees 
will not need irrigation. On an acre- 
age these lands will produce $50 per 
acre, including labor, which is a very 
moderate calculation; and if all is made 
to produce, the aggregate would be 
$75,000,000 annually, or $500 for each 
and every man, woman and child, in- 
cluding those who are unable to work, 
to the number of 150,000. This aggre- 
gate resource is independent of what 
may be earned in other industries and 
in trade. In most favored countries 
an earning of $100 per capita is a 
guaranty of general prosperity, and if 
economy is practised, that the com- 


munity, as a whole, will become 
wealthy. The value of busi- 
ness property will be enhanced 


in proportion to the extent that the 
surrounding lands are made to produce, 
and the number of thrifty and working 
people living in the vicinity, and the 
value of producing lands is increased if 
located near to a flourishing city and 
one which affords an ample market. 
Therefore, the interests of city and 
country go hand in hand, the one being 
the handmaid of the other. 

The gifts of Nature and the labor of 
man are the sources from which human 
support is derived, and they are 
the fountains of wealth. ose 
who are most interested to oes of 
this section have not denied, and can- 
not deny, that here is a bright and 
genial sun,a salubrious, invigorating 
and agreeable atmosphere, e juanimity 
of climate, a scenery of grandeur and 
charm; a rich soil, productions of great 
value and variety, and an ample and 
compensatory market forall that can 
be produced. Nature has performed 
its part bounteously, and what would 
be the condition here if man had done 
his part as well?
